In accordance with Section 129(6) of the Medicines Act 1968 I am writing to 
formally consult you about the proposed amendment to the above Order. These 
amendments have three main purposes: 

(a ) revision of the Schedules to the Order to take into account product 

licences granted, withdrawn or expires since the previous routine update 
was made. 



The proposed amendments are set out in Annex A. 



(b) to revise the fees payable to the Royal Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain (RPSGB) or die Department of Health and Social 
Security in Northern Ireland (DHSS/NI) by registered agricultural 
merchants and saddlers. 



The following fee levels are proposed to apply for the calendar year 1995. 
Current fees, which have applied since 1 January 1993 are shown in brackets.
